These are samples. 


In the first place there has 
been no retreat. In the second 
place it was not necessary for 
the Eisenhower administration to 
stand ‘‘firm.”’ It was not until its 
last year that it was under pres- 
sure. The chickens did not begin to 
come home to roost until 1961— 
and they are not all home yet. 


Before we begin to get down to 
specifics, let’s review. 


October a year ago this country 
was in a near-desperate financial 
plight. The flow of gold to for- 
eign countries was at a mill-race 
pace. Kennedy managed to halt 
it. His economists provided pol- 
icies which have steadily im- 
proved the situation, though, to 
be candid, the dollar is not yet 
wholly out of the woods. 


A year ago the stock market 
was jittery. Business profits 
vere severely. cut. Unemploy- 
ment was climbing to record 
highs. The new automobiles were 
not moving. As January arrived, 
the outlook was still dark. 


State of Crisis 


It was then, and not until then, 
that the Communists began to 
force decisions which, in the 
years past, could be fended off. 
Laos, and closely related South 
Vietnam reached a state of crisis. 
The Congo exploded. South Ko- 
rea rebelled against its govern- 
ment and overthrew it. 


The attempted revolt in Cuba 
failed. 


All this came within the imme- 
diate months after Kennedy took 
the oath of office on that bright, 
glittering day in January, 1960. 
A partisan could ask if it is not 
reasonable to assume that it had 
been the failure of policies cre- 
ated and applied in the years past 
which had brought these issues to 
such a feverlike crisis. But this 
would be irrelevant to the pres- 
ent. 


Meanwhile, Europe was boom- 
ing. The six market countries did 
not have enough workers while 
the United States. had almost 7 
million unemployed. 


Today, things are much im- 
proved domestically. The inter- 
national situation, while critical, 
is not hopeless. Much depends 
upon the capacity of the Ameri- 
can public to think, and to cease 
believing in old cliches and slo- 
gans. Our public and foreign 
policies must mature into action, 
not platitudes. 


No Retreat 


The Western allies have not re- 
treated in Berlin or West Ger- 
many. It was the American firm- 
ness in 1946 and again in 1948 
which prevented the Russians 
taking over all Berlin. By per- 
mitting a free election, in which 
the West Germans overwhelm- 
ingly repudiated Communist can- 
didates, and by breaking the 1948 
blockade, the West retained free- 
dom in Berlin. 


The fire eaters in history have 
never made much sense. They 
make none now. We will use 
atomic weapons to hold principle 
and West Berlin. The Soviets 
know it. We have given up noth- 
ing. We have never “had” East 
Berlin or Germany. 


The division of Germany was 
agreed upon by the Big Three 
Conference in 1944, It never func- 
tioned smoothly. By 1949 the West 
German Republic was created. 
At no time in its establishment, 
presided over by General Lucius 
Clay, was there pledge or promise 
by the United States to unify East 
Germany or retake it by force. 
German and American politicians 
have distorted this issue. But it 
was never a promise. Seemingly 
there are some Germans and 
some Americans who are eager 
for atomic war.

STILL UNRESOLVED 


Still to be resolved are local 
issues at 25 bargaining units 
whose membership totals more 
than 61,000. Indications were that 
these would quickly fall in line. 
However, at General Motors Corp. 
last month, local strikes _ inter- 
rupted production for more than 
two weeks after agreement on a 
national contract.

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (UPI) — Air Force Maj. 
Robert White nosed the X15 rocket 
plane to the threshhold of space 
Wednesday on a record, heart- 
pounding ride about 41 miles 
above the earth. 


At his peak altitude of 215,000 
feet, the 37-year-old pilot was 
above 98 per cent of the earth 
atmosphere, bettering the old alti- 


‘tude mark for a man-controlled, 


winged craft by almost seven 
miles. White flew the X15 at full 
throttle more than a minute— 
reaching a speed of 3,477 miles 
an hour. 


Goal of the test had been 38 
miles, or about 200,000 feet. 


White’s 12-minute ride Wednes- 
day bettered the old altitude mark 
of 169,600 feet set March .30 by 
Joe Walker of the civilian space 
agency in the same airplane. On 
the four manned space shots to 
date—including the two orbital 
flights by the Soviet—the top al- 
titude apparently has been about 
140 miles.

As 20 Nations Refuse to Vote

Britain Stands Firmly

Britain’s firm stand with the United 
States on the Berlin question can leave no 
doubt in the minds of the Russians of the 
essential unity of the United States and 
Great Britain on this focal point of con- 
flict between the West and Moscow. 
Prime Minister Macmillan told Rus- 
sia’s Gromyko Tuesday unilateral action 
at Berlin involved “grave dangers” of 
war. This was confirmed even more con- 
vincingly by Lord Home, Britain’s for- 
eign secretary, at the Conservative Party 
conference yesterday. Warning that the 
Soviets were risking a head-on collision, 
he declared, “if free man cannot defend 
an outpost of freedom, it will not be very 
long before the flanks are turned and lib- 
erty is menaced everywhere.” 

Lord Home and Macmillan give scant 
substance to charges that Britain is bent 
on appeasing the Russians. In his U.N. 
speech, the former accused the Reds of 
double-dealing and the “neutrals” of us- 
ing a double standard. He exploded the 
“coexistence” theory in equally strong 
words, declaring it the “most sterile and 
negative conception of international life 
in the 20th century ... What we want to 
do is not merely to coexist, but to work 
for positive and constructive action be- 
tween all nations.”

President Kennedy has grasped this—that it is peoples, not bosses,

Of Tough Breed 


WASHINGTON—The capital’s sense of loss 
of House Speaker Sam Rayburn goes beyond - 
its respect and affection for Mr. Sam. For what ff 
is passing in Texas is not only a great man but one of the | of 
the old frontier breed of American politicians. The new frontiersmen 
of President Kennedy’s generation are quite different. Like the Presi- 
dent himself, they have crossed the Atlantic maybe even more than 
they have crossed the Alleghanies. They are largely city-bred and 
trained, better educated perhaps, and more sophisticated, a machine- 
tooled generation of the industrial urban North.

The old frontiersmen were from 
the land, usually born in poverty, 
matured slowly like good moun- 
tain whisky, educated in the little 
colleges and night schools or not 
at all, and full of common sense 
and the rhythms of the Bible. 

Mr. Sam was a plain, serious, 
natural man who lived in a mod- 
est, almost shabby-genteel un- 
fashionable apartment just off 
Du Pont Circle. He was not a 
great admirer of the rising gen- 
eration of politicians, with their 
polished, ghost-written speeches 
and their fine clothes and elegant 
manner, but he didn’t say much 
about it either. 

It was not that he did not re- 
spect them; they were simply of 
another generation and time he 
did not quite understand. 

Frederick Jackson Turner, in 
his famous essay on ‘‘The Signifi- 
cance of the Frontier,’ observed 
that it was to the frontier that 
the American intellect of the last 
century owed its striking charac- 
teristics. He defined them as fol- 
lows: 

“That coarseness and strength 
combined with acuteness and in- 
quisitiveness; that practical, in- 
ventive turn of mind, quick to find 


expedients; that masterful grasp 
of material things, lacking in the 
artistic but powerful to effect 
great ends; that restless, nervous 
energy; that dominant individual- 
ism, working for good or evil, 
and withal that buoyancy and ex- 
uberance which comes with free- 
dom—these are the traits of the 
frontier or traits called out else- 
where because of the existence of 
the frontier.” 


Give or take a word or two 
and this was a fairly good de- 
scription of Mr. Sam. It would 
probably not be right to cali 
him a deeply religious man, 
though he did slip away back 
home just a little while ago and 
formally joined the Primitive 
Baptist Church. But a straight 
and blunt man up here, he was, 
with fierce eyes, and a savage 
sense of loyalty and patriotism. 

Now other leaders will take 
over and will no doubt develop 
their own techniques for running 
the highly complicated and per- 
sonal machinery of the Congress, 
but they will not be like Ray- 
burn because the conditions of 
America that produced him are 
passing away.

But Wednesday night a brief 
communique contradicted that re- 
port by announcing that Lt. En- 
 Tique Escobar, one of the two 
revolt leaders, “was killed when 
he resisted arrest.” 


No further details were given 
and there was no indications as 
to whether the rebels clashed 
with loyal troops before surren- 
dering. 


The government reported ear- 
lier that although not a shot had 
been fired 13 of the revolters 
were injured when a truck in 
which they were secking to escape 
encirclement turned over.

Was Yuri 
In Orbit? 
U.S. Wary 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Air Force 
Lt. Col. John (Shorty) Powers, 
press officer for the Mercury 
astronaut team, said Wednesday 
night there are growing doubts 
that Yuri Gagarin was aboard the 
first manned Soviet craft to orbit 
the earth. 


Powers told a Sigma Delta Chi 
dinner meeting that there was 
little reason, however, to doubt 
that the Soviet Union did have a 
man aboard the craft. 


Powers added that there was 
less reason to doubt that Gher- 
man Titov was aboard the second 
orbital space ship and it was be- 
lieved likely that he had per- 
formed as planned. 


Powers has been assigned full 
time to the astronaut team for the 
past two years and frequently 
acts as spokesman for the astro- 
nauts. 


Questioned at the journalism 
fraternity dinner, Powers declined 
to go into detail on the reasoning 
regarding Gagarin. 


He said all the indications are 
that the Soviet Union did orbit the 
vehicle at the time and under the 
circumstances they claimed. 


“We still don’t have evidence of 
how Gagarin came down,” Pow- 
ers said. “‘We have some question 
whether it was Gagarin or not.”

During his five years as bishop 
here, he spoke out on social and 
moral issues of the time, His last 
such action was a letter in August 
to all churches in the diocese re- 
questing the observance of a Sun- 
day as a day of prayer for law 
and order before the integration 
of the Atlanta public schools. 


On segregation he said: ‘The 
Catholic Church has always and 
will always condemn racism in all 
its various shapes and forms.’’ In 
1956 he said he did not believe the 
pattern of segregation could long 
endure. 


OTHER ACTIONS 


In 1957 he condemned a bill be- 
fore the Georgia Legislature 
which, had it passed, would have 
legalized sterilization operations 
outside mental institutions, 


In last year’s presidential cam- 
paign Bishop Hyland wrote his 
people urging them “to forget 
the bitterness which has marred 
the presidential campaign and to 
bear neither malice nor ill-will to- 
ward anyone.”

Chico Marx 


Chico Marx| 
Dies at 70; 
Film Comie 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Chico 
Marx, 70, eldest member of the 
comedy team whose films con- 
vulsed movie audience of the 1930s 
and 40s, died at home Wednesday 
of a heart condition. 


The Marx brothers broke up as 
a team more than a decade ago, 
and Chico lived quietly in recent 
years. He played lots of bridge 
and made an occasional night- 
club appearance. 


Among the remaining four 
brothers, only Groucho, 66, is still 
an active performer. But Harpo, 
69, who never talked in films, re- 
cently regained some prominence 
with his autobiography, ‘Harpo 
Speaks.”’ The other two brothers, 
Zeppo and Gummo, entered pri- 
vate business years ago. 


WIDOW SURVIVES 


Chico’s survivors, in addition to 
the brothers, include his widow, 
Mary Di Vithas, once a movie 
starlet. He married her three 
years ago after a 16-year court- 
ship. 


The brothers were born of Jew- 
ish immigrant parents. Their fa- 
ther, Sam, was a tailor on New 
York’s East Side. 


In the movies Chico dressed 
like an Italian organ-grinder. He 
was an expert trick pianist and 
played with his knuckles, his nose 
and sometimes even an apple. 


In one picture, “A Night at the 
Opera,” Chico was asked: ‘‘Are 
you Italian?” 


OTHER FILMS 


“No,” he said. “I only look this 
way because my mother and fa- 
ther are Italian.”’ 


Some of the other films he 
made with his brothers were ‘“The 
Cocoanuts,”” ‘“‘Animal Crackers,” 
“Monkey Business,” “Duck 
Soup,”” “Go West,” “Big Store’ 
and “‘A Day at the Races.” 


Chico, in fact, spent more than 
a day at the races. He was a born 
gambler. Even when the brothers 
were flourishing in the movies, 
Chico once had to hitchhike home 
from Hollywood Park.
